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AFFIDAVIT OF POSTAL INSPECTOR STEPHEN P. DO WD 

I, Stephen P. Dowd, being duly sworn, state the following: 
Personal Background 

1 . I have been employed as a Postal Inspector by the United States Postal Inspection 
Service for the past 18 years. I have been assigned to and have specialized in narcotics 
investigations for the past twelve years and have participated in numerous investigations 
involving the transportation of controlled substances or proceeds/payments through the United 
States Postal Service during that time. During this time, I have intercepted in excess of 500 
Express Mail and/or Priority Mail packages which were found to have contained controlled 
substances or the proceeds of controlled substance sales. I have recei ved training by the Drug 
Enforcement Administration in the investigation of controlled substances. I have received 
training by the U. S. Postal Inspection Service ("USPIS") in the investigation of controlled 
substances and proceeds/payments for controlled substances being transported through the 
United States mails. 

Purpose of Affidavit 

2. This affidavit is made in support of an application for three search warrants: two 
for individual United States Postal Service International Express Mail parcels as described below 
and one for a residence as described below: 

a. Subject Parcel #1 , bearing traekin g number EA 14815427 8HK is addres sed 
to "Julie Carlozzi, 5 1 Maple St., Unit 3115, Rockland MA 02370 USA," 
and bearing a return address of "RM 25-26, BLK, B, 2/F, FOCAL IND, 
CTR, 21 MAN LOK ST, HUNG HOM, KOWLOON, HONGKONG." A 
detailed description of Subject Parcel #1 appears in Attachment A- 1 , 
which is attached hereto and incorporated herein by reference. 

b. Subject Parcel #2 , bearing tracking number EA148 154304HK is addressed 
to "Julie Carlozzi, 51 Maple St., Unit 3115, Rockland MA 02370 USA," 
and bears a return address of "RM 25-26, BLK, B, 2/F, FOCAL 1M>, 
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CTR, 21 MAN LOK ST, HUNG HQM, KOWLOON, HONGKONG," A 
detailed description of Subject Parcel #2 appears in Attachment A-2, 
which is attached hereto and incorporated herein by reference. 

c. RESIDENCE OF HAROLD BATES. 32 E Water St., Apt. C, Rockland, 
Massachusetts, which is located in Plymouth County, Massachusetts. This 
location is an apartment in a multi-unit apartment building situated on the 
north side of East Water Street in Rockland, Massachusetts. The building 
is three stories tall with very light colored siding. There are 12 apartments 
within the building. The main entry door to the building is white in color 
with the number "32" clearly visible above the door. There are multiple 
parking spots directly in front and to the left of the building, The roof is 
comprised of light colored sliingles. Apartment C is located on the 
second floor. The white colored door to the apartment is clearly labeled 
with the letter "C" which is located in the middle of the door at eye level 
above a peep hole. A detailed description appears in Attachment A-3, 
which is attached hereto and incorporated herein by reference. 

3 . Collectively, Subject Parcel # 1 and Subject Parcel #2 will be referred to as the 
"Subject Parcels." The Subject Parcels are currently in the possession of the United States Postal 
Inspection Sendee, 495 Summer Street, Suite 600, Boston, Massachusetts 02210. 

4. The Subject Parcels are both the same size and shape: each parcel is 
approximately four inches long, four inches wide and four and one-half inches deep, and each 
weighs approximately one pound five ounces. The return address on the label of each of the 
Subject Parcels is typewritten, and the addressee information on each label is handwritten, A 
handwritten notation on each of the Subject Parcels lists the contents as "cosmetic samples." 

5. As will be discussed below, I am involved in a criminal investigation involving 
the illegal distribution of Methylone, a Schedule I controlled substance more commonly known 
as "Molly," by Harold Bates (hereafter "Bates"), Julie Carlozzi (hereafter "Carlozzi") and others. 
Bates is 31 years old and has numerous state felony convictions, In 2010, Bates was convicted 
of armed robbery in Norfolk Superior Court for the robbery of a car wash. In 2009, Bates was 
convi cted of possession with intent to distribute heroin in Quincy District Court. In 2007, Bates 
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was convicted of possession of a Class B substance in Brighton District Court, In 2006, Bates 
was convicted of knowingly receiving stolen property in Westborough District Court. 

6. As will be discussed below, evidence developed during the investigation provides 
probable cause to believe that Bates, Carolozzi, and ouiers have been involved in the receipt of 
packages containing methylene, a Schedule I controlled substance, from China and then 
distributing the drugs in southeastern Massachusetts and elsewhere. Evidence developed during 
the course of this investigation as set forth in this Affidavit further provides me with probable 
cause to believe that the Subject Parcels each contain controlled substances and/or other 
evidence of drug trafficking activities. Additionally, evidence developed during the 
investigation as set forth in this affidavit provides me with probable cause to believe that 32 E 
Water Street, Apartment C, Rockland. Massachusetts is Bates's residence, and that evidence of 
Bates's drug trafficking activities will be found at this address. (Hereafter, I will refer to 32 E 
Water Street, Apartment C, Rockland, Massachusetts as "the Bates Residence"). 

7. For the reasons set forth in this affidavit, probable cause exists to believe that the 
Subject Parcels and the Bates Residence each contains evidence of ihe following offenses: (a) 
possession with intent to distribute and/or distribution of controlled substances, in violation of 21 
U.S.C. § 841(a)(1); (b) use of a communications facility in the commission of narcotics 
trafficking offenses, in violation of 21 U.S.C. § 843(b); and (e) conspiracy to possess with intent 
to distribute and/or to distribute controlled substances, in violation of 21 U.S.C. § 846. 
(Hereafter, these offenses are collectively referred to as "the Target Offenses") More 
specifically, as will be discussed below, I submit (hat there is probable cause to believe that the 
Subject Parcels contain items listed in Attachment B-l, and that the Bates Residence contains 
items listed in Attachment B-2, that is, evidence of the commission of a criminal offense or 
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which is contraband, the fruits of crime, or things otherwise criminally possessed, or which is 
designed or intended for use or which is or has been used as the means of committing an offense 
in violation of the Target Offenses. 

8. I have personally participated in this investigation since November 12, 2013, The 
facts stated herein are based upon my personal involvement in this investigation, my training and 
experience, my review of documents, and information provided to me by other law enforcement 
agents. This affidavit does not contain each and every fact that I know about tins investigation. 
Thi s affidavit only sets forth sufficient facts to demonstrate probable cause for the requested 
search warrants. 

The Current Investigation 

9. On November 12, 2013, the U.S. Postal inspection Service in Boston learned of 
an incoming international Express Mail parcel mailed from China bearing tracking number 
EE604360456CN that was addressed to "Harold Bates, 32 East Water Street, Apt C, Rockland, 
MA." (Hereafter, this package will be referred to as "Bates Parcel #1 .") Bates Parcel #1 
weighed approximately one pound four ounces and bore a return address of "Shanghai Keeps 
Trading Co., Ltd., No 504123 Lane Kangqiao Road Pudong, New Shanghai 200124 China." 

1 0. Postal Inspectors discovered a connection between Bates Parcel #1 and another 
Express Mail parcel from Hong Kong that was delivered to an individual in Hollywood, Florida, 
on October 17, 2013. (Hereafter, this second parcel will be referred to as the "Florida Parcel"). 
Thereafter, law enforcement officers obtained consent to search the Florida parcel, and the 
package was found to contain approximately 500 grams of white crystal-like substance that field- 
tested positive for methylone. 
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1 1 , Postal Inspectors established a connection between the Florida Parcel and Bates 
Parcel #1 through data maintained by the Track 'n Confirm website operated by the United 
States Post Office ("USPS"). The Track m Confirm website was created by the USPS to allow 
individuals to monitor via the internet the progress of packages sent via Express Mail. This is 
done by accessing the USPS's Track 'n Confirm website and entering a package's unique 
tracking number. When the website is accessed, the USPS database captures the internet 
protocol ("IP") address of the computer or other device being used to make the query. (An IP 
address is a numerical label assigned to a computer or other device which participates in a 
computer network that uses the internet.) The USPS database reflected that an individual using a 
computer or other device with IP address 75.67.6.214 accessed the USPS Track 'n Confirm 
website to track the progress of both the Florida Parcel and Bates Parcel #1 . 

12, Comcast is the service provider for IP address 75.67.6.214. Records provided by 
Comcast revealed the subscriber for IP address 75.67.6.214 during the time period relevant to 
this investigation was listed as Mathew Demaggio (hereafter "Demaggio"), 32 E Water St., Apt. 
C, Rockland, Massachusetts 02370 (re,, the Bates Residence). Demaggio is a 31 year old male, 
who was arrested, along with Harold Bates, by the Braintree Police on May 8, 2010, after the 
two men corrrmitted an armed robbery of a car wash, I also determined that Demaggio has been 
incarcerated at the Norfolk County Flouse of Correction in Dedham, Massachusetts, since 
September 12, 2013. 

13, I have verified through a USPS letter carrier that Bates regularly received mail at 
the Bates Residence for at least the past six months through the present. I also reviewed records 
maintained at the Rockland Post Office and determined that five prior Express Mail parcels from 
either China or Hong Kong had arrived addressed to Bates at the Bates Residence since October 
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21, 2013. Through interviews with Post Office employees, I subsequently determined that Bates 
went to the Rockland Post Office to pick up all of these parcels, that Bates showed his driver's 
license to establish Ms identity, and that Bates signed his name to establish that he had received 
the packages. With respect to three of these parcels, I learned that Bates called the Rockland 
Post Office on November 12, 2013, in the morning and arranged to pick up the parcels in person, 
rather than wait for the letter carrier to deliver the parcels. Bates then went to the Rockland Post 
Office and picked up the parcels after showing a driver's license establishing that he was the 
addressee for the packages - that is, Harold Bates. Upon checking the USPS database, 1 
discovered that numerous queries concerning the status of the five parcels had been made on the 
USPS Track 'n Confirm website by two IP addresses (75.67.6,21.4 and 76.24.92.8), one of which 
(75.67.6.214, which is subscribed to in Demaggio's name at the Bates Residence) was the same 
IP address that tracked the progress of the Florida Parcel and Bates Parcel #1. 

14. Comcast is also the service provider for the other IP address (76.24.92.8) that 
queried the status of these parcels. Comcast records revealed that the subscriber for the second 
IP address 76.24.92.8 was a Trista Allman (hereafter "Allman"), 212 Whitman Ave., Apt. 2E, 
Whitman, Massachusetts 023 82. 

15. The USPS also provides customers the opportunity, if they so choose, to receive 
email notifications concerning the delivery status of their item. Using this system, a customer 
receives an email stating when an item is scanned at a postal facility. I determined that an 
individual, believed to be Bates, had provided the email address "satval 100@ymail.com" to the 
USPS in order to receive email notification of the delivery status of each of the five prior parcels, 
as well as for Bates Parcel #1 . Those email notifications were received by the USPS between 
October 15 and November 7, 2013. With respect to some of these parcels, the customer who 
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provided the email address "satval 10@ymail.com" for email notification had entered the name 
"Harold Bates." Additionally, at least some of these requests for email notifications were 
submitted to the USPS using a computer or other device accessing the USPS website using IP 
address 75.67.6,214 (which is subscribed to in Demaggio's name at the Bates Residence). 

1 6. Bates Parcel #1 arrived at the Rockland Post Office on November 13, 2013. On 
November 14, 2013, 1 coordinated a controlled delivery of Bates Parcel #1 with assistance from 
the Massachusetts State Police, At approximately 8:40 a.m. on November 14, 2013, Bates 
arrived in front of the Rockland Post Office as a passenger in a 2012 Dodge Avenger, bearing 
Massachusetts registration 2BNH40. The driver of the vehicle was a female, whom I later 
identified as Allman, after reviewing her Massachusetts driver's license photograph. According 
to records obtained from Enterprise Car Rental, the vehicle was rented by Allman, 

17. Bates arrived at (lie Rockland Post Office without calling first to confirm that a 
parcel had arrived for him. Prior to Bates's arrival at the Rockland Post Office on November 14, 
2013, an individual, using IP address 76.24.92.8 (subscribed to Allman) accessed the USPS Track 
'n Confirm website three times to determine the status of the package, with the last time of 
access being 8:27 a.m. 

1 8. Bates entered the Rockland Post Office and informed the clerk that he wanted to 
claim Bates Parcel #1. From my surveillance position inside the Rockland Post Office, I 
retrieved Bates Parcel #1 and brought it to the clerk, where I observed Bates standing at the 
window. Bates signed and printed Ms name on a Postal Service delivery notice and accepted 
Bates Parcel. #1 . Bates also wrote his address on the delivery notice, "32 E Water St." Bates 
then asked the clerk a question about the Postal Service desktop scales hanging on the wall 
behind the clerk that were for public sale, Bates asked the clerk about the Weights the scale 
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could handle. The clerk told Bates they were used for items weighing from 1 gram to ten 
pounds. Bates then told the clerk he wanted to purchase a scale. He removed what the clerk 
described as a "large wad" of bills from his pocket and handed her $50 for the scale. The actual 
price was $49.99. Bates then left the Rockland Post Office with Bates Parcel #1 and the scale. 
Bates returned to the Dodge Avenger whereupon he and Allman drove to 32 E Water Street. I 
observed Bates exit the vehicle with Bates Parcel #1 and enter the apartment building followed 
by Allman. Surveillance officers continued to observe the apartment building. 

19. At approximately 11:00 a.m., surveillance officers observed Bates and Allman 
exit the front door of the apartment building. Bates earned two white plastic trash bags that he 
deposited into a large metal dumpster located to the left and rear of the building. Bates and 
Allman then entered the Dodge Avenger and departed the area. 

20. I retrieved the two plastic trash bags from the dumpster and placed them, in the 
rear of my vehicle. Surveillance officers followed Bates and Allman in the Dodge Avenger as 
they drove to a six-family dwelling located at 210-212 Whitman Avenue in Whitman, 
Massachusetts. I have confirmed with the Whitman Post Office that Allman receives mail at 212 
Whitman Avenue, Apt. 2E. A 1997 black Chevrolet pickup truck bearing Massachusetts 
registration number 227SW4 was parked across from the residence. Records obtained from the 
Massachusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles confirmed that this vehicle is registered to Bates. 

2 1 . Allman entered the dwelling while Bates remained outside. At approximately 
11:22 a.m. 5 Bates and Allman left the residence in the Dodge Avenger and drove to an Enterprise 
Car Rental store located on Route 1 8 in Whitman. Agents later learned from Enterprise Rental 
that Allman exchanged the Dodge Avenger for a 2013 Chevrolet Cruz, tan in color, bearing 
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Georgia registration BSF361 1. Bates and Allman left the store in the new vehicle. Surveillance 
ceased a short time later. 

22. Agents then reviewed the contents of the two plastic trash bags Bates placed in 
the dumpster. The following items of evidentiary value were recovered: 

a. Four empty Express Mail parcels from China and Hong Kong addressed to 
Harold Bates at 32 E Water Street, Apt, C, Rockland MA. 

b. Packaging from a USPS digital scale for weighing items from 1 gram to 
10 pounds. 

c. An empty USPS Priority Mail parcel addressed to Harald Bates, 32 E 
Water St., Apt C, Rockland MA 02370-1867 and postmarked November 
8, 2013 from Georgia. 

d. An empty prescription bottle from Rite Aid Pharmacy for Paroxetine Hcl 
30mg in the name of Harold Bates, 32 E Water St, Rockland, MA 02370. 

e. Paper work from Rite Aid Pharmacy referencing a prescription for 
Alprazolam for Harold Bates, 32 E Water St., Rockland MA 02370 filled 
on November 9, 2013. 

f. The cut-off tops of 3 5 clear plastic baggies. 

g. One Western Union receipt dated October 24, 20 1 3 at 1 :36 p.m. sending 
$464.00 to Harold Bates from Harold Bates. The transaction was 
conducted at the Stop & Shop Supermarket, 495 Southern Artery, Quincy, 
Massachusetts. 

h. One Western Union receipt dated October 24, 20 1 3 at 1 : 5 1 p.m. sending 
$2,500 to Shenghua Long in China from Harold Bates, 32 East Water St., 
Apt. C, Rockland, MA. Hie transaction was conducted at the Stop & 
Shop Supermarket, 495 Southern Artery, Quincy, Massachusetts. 

i. One Western Union receipt dated October 24, 2013 at 2:51 p.m. sending 
$2,200 to DongGui Ding in China from Paul Flynn, 1 8 Furnace Brook 
Prkwy, Quincy, MA. The transaction was conducted at the Stop & Shop 
Supermarket, 65 Newport Ave., Quincy, Massachusetts. 

j. One Western Union receipt dated October 24, 201 3 at 3 :28 p.m. sending 
$2,5 1 8 to Harold Bates from Harold Bates. The transaction was 
conducted at the Stop & Shop Supermarket, 65 Newport Ave., Quincy, 
Massachusetts. 
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k. One Western Union receipt dated October 24, 20 13, sending $2,500 to 
Jhenghua Long in China from Harold Bates, 32 East Water St., Apt. C, 
Rockland, MA. 

I. One hand- written Western Union Money Transfer form bearing the sender 
as Harold Bates, 32 East Water St., Apt. C, Rockland MA 02730 and a 
phone number of 508-216-4367. The listed receiver is Shenghua Long in 
China and the dollar amount was $2,050.00. 

m. Three invoices from three different Express Mail parcels from China 
addressed to Harold Bates, 32 East Water St., Apt. C, Rockland MA 
02370. Each invoice listed the contents of the parcels as different 
compounds including Vanillin, Folyacrylarnide and an Optical 
Brightening Agent. 

23. Based on my training and experience, I know that people who package drugs for 
sale often utilize a scale of some type in order to properly and accurately distribute the correct 
weight of the drug, I also know that drug dealers often cut off the tops of plastic bags when 
packaging drugs in clear plastic baggies for di stribution to customers, 

24. With respect to the Western Union receipt dated October 24, 20 1 3 from, the Stop 
& Shop Supermarket located on Southern Artery in Quincy, Massachusetts, I obtained the video 
surveillance footage from Stop & Shop for the time period on the receipt. I reviewed the 
surveillance footage and observed Bates at the customer service counter conducting the wire 
transfer of $2,500 to China, While waiting at the counter, Bates appeared to be utilizing his cell 
phone to send a text message. 

25. Additionally, with respect to the Western Union receipt which listed Paul Flynn 
("Flynn") as the sender of $2,200 to China, I have learned from Quincy Police drug detectives 
that Flynn is a convicted distributor of controlled substances. Flynn is 30 years old and has a 
lengthy criminal history involving arrests for distribution of various types of controlled 
substances, larceny, and assault. In January of 2008, Flynn was sentenced to seven years in 
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prison for Trafficking oxycontin over 28 grams. Flynn's sentence was vacated in October 2012 
due to the evidence handling irregularities by Massachusetts state lab chemist Annie Dookhan. 

26. An internet query of the email address "satval 1 00@yrnail.com" revealed it was 
used on September 3, 2013 to communicate in an online forum discussion concerning the sale, 
purchase and use of Methylone or Molly, The online forum was held on www.topix.com. The 
email user listed his name as "Mike" and indicated he was from "Abington, MA" which is 
adjacent to Rockland, Massachusetts. 

27. On December 3. 2013, two international Express Mail parcels from China 
associated with the investigation arrived at the Rockland Post Office. The parcels bore 
respective tracking numbers EA148154295HK andEA1481 5428 1HK. (Hereafter, these parcels 
will be referred to as "Parcel #2" and "Parcel #3," respectively). The tracking numbers for both 
Parcel #2 and Parcel #3 had been queried by the same IP address that had checked on the status 
of Bates Parcel #1 (75.67.6.214), which, as discussed above, is the Comcast internet address 
assigned to Demaggio at the Bates Residence. According to the USPS database, both tracking 
numbers were queried on numerous occasions between November 25, 2013 and December 2, 
2013, by this IP address. In addition, the USPS received a request for email notification of all 
scans on Parcel #2 and Parcel #2 to be sent to email address "satval 100@ymail.com." The two 
parcels were addressed to "Julie Carlozzi, 5 1 Maple St., Unit 3115, Rockland, MA 02370." The 
parcels bore a return address of "RM 25-26, BLK, B, 2/F, FOCAL, IND, CTR, 21 MAN LOK 
ST, HUNG HOM, KOWLOON. HONGKONG" and bore writing which indicated the parcels 
contained "Health Care Products." Each parcel weighed approximately one pound five ounces 
and measured approximately seven inches long, five inches wide and four inches deep. 
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28. On December 3, 2013 , 1 contacted Braintree Police Officer Richard Seibert and 
requested that he and his narcotic-trained K-9 "Lucky" review Parcel #2 and Parcel #2 for the 
scent of controlled substances. Officer Seibert has been employed with the Braintree Police 
Department for eight years and has been assigned to the canine unit for three years. Officer 
Seibert advised me that "Lucky 5 ' is a five year old Labrador retriever. Officer Seibert informed 
me that he uses "Lucky" in the detection of controlled substances in different situations, 
including within sealed packages shipped through the U. S. Mail and other courier services. 
Officer Seibert and "Lucky" have attended and successfully completed a twelve-week training 
program with Director Ken Ballinger from the Barnstable County Sheriffs Office. "Lucky" 
received a certificate for this training and is certified to detect the presence of narcotic odors, 
including but not limited to marijuana, hash, cocaine, crack, heroin, ecstasy, MDMA and 
methamphetamine. Officer Seibert advised me that this certification is current as of July 2013. 
Officer Seibert advised that "Lucky" is a hand-fed food drive dog, meaning that he eats only 
when he finds the target odor (narcotic odor). As a result of this type of training, "Lucky" and 
Officer Seibert are required to train every day for "Lucky* s" meals, Officer Seibert further 
advised that he and "Lucky," per policy, complete sixteen hours of in-service training per month 
with Director Ballinger. Officer Seibert has advised me that "Lucky" has been responsible for 
seizures of packages containing various drugs, including cocaine, heroin, suboxone, percocet, 
klonopin, wellbutrin, and crack. Officer Seibert advised that "Lucky" is a well-trained and 
reliable canine. 

29. I traveled with the two parcels to the USPS facility in Braintree, Massachusetts, 
where I placed the Parcel #2 and. Parcel #3 at different ends of a large loading dock. I also 
placed six other innocent parcels among the two suspect parcels as controls. Officer Seibert 
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advised that upon reaching Parcel #2 and Parcel #3, "Lucky" reacted in a positive manner for the 
scent of controlled substances. No further indications were observed in the search area. Based 
on my training and experience, I know that a positive alert means that the parcels contain 
narcotics or were recently in close proximity to narcotics. 

30. On December 3, 2013, 1 arranged a controlled delivery of Parcel #2 and Parcel #3. 
I assumed the role of a letter carrier and at approximately 10:00 a.m. attempted to deliver the 
parcels to Julie Carlozzi, 51 Maple Street, Apt. 3115, Rockland, Massachusetts. There was no 
answer at apartment 3 1 15, so 1 left a delivery notice in the customer's mailbox and returned to 
the Rockland Post Office with the parcels. While at the Rockland Post Office, I observed Bates 
in the lobby picking up two innocent parcels that were attempted to be delivered to him the prior 
day. Bates was driving a black Mercedes Benz bearing Massachusetts Veterans registration 
A548. Bates drove away from the Rockland Post Office and was not followed, 

31. On December 3 , 2 0 1 3 , at approximately 1 0 :42 a. m . , a female who claimed to be 
Carlozzi called the Rockland Post Office to inquire about Parcel #2 and Parcel #3. She was 
informed that no one was at her apartment to receive the parcels and that a delivery notice was 
left in her mailbox. Carlozzi advised she would be right down to the post office to pick up the 
parcels. 

32. At approximately 10:57 a.m. on December 3, 201 3, Carlozzi arrived in front of 
the Rockland Post Office driving a black Mercedes Benz bearing Massachusetts registration 
44RN12 which is registered to her. Carlozzi entered the post office, provided her Massachusetts 
driver's license as identification, and signed for the two parcels, Carlozzi then placed the parcels 
in her vehicle and drove away from the Rockland Post Office. 
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33. Surveillance officers followed Carlozzi. She drove to the parking lot of a nearby 
Rite Aid Pharmacy on Route 139 in Rockland and parked her vehicle beside the black Mercedes 
Benz that I had observed Bates operating minutes prior. I then observed Bates and Carlozzi exit 
their respective vehicles and engage in conversation. Bates entered Carlozzi' s vehicle, removed 
Parcel #2 and Parcel #3 from the vehicle, and placed them into the passenger seat of his vehicle. 
Bates and Carlozzi spent approximately the next hour talking with each other. At approximately 
11:55 a.m., Carlozzi departed the parking lot in her vehicle. At approximately 12:00 p.m., Bates 
departed the parking lot and drove directly to his residence at 32 E Water Street, Rockland 
Massachusetts. Surveillance officers observed Bates as he removed Parcel #2 and Parcel #3 
from liis vehicle and brought them into the apartment building. Surveillance ceased at that time. 

The Subject Parcels 

34. On December 6, 2013, the Subject Parcels were both observed in the mail stream 
at the USPS Processing and Distribution Center in Brockton, Massachusetts. The Subject 
Parcels bear Express Mail labels that indicate they were mailed from Hong Kong, China on 
November 28, 2013. 

35. According to the USPS database, the tracking numbers for each of the Subject 
Parcels have been queried on more than thirty occasions by the same IP address (75.67.6.214, 
which is subscribed to Demaggio at the Bates Residence) that had checked on the status of Bates 
Parcel #1, Parcel #2, and Parcel #3. In addition, on November 29, 2013, the USPS received 
requests for email notification of all scans on Subject Parcel #1 and Subject Parcel #2 to be sent 
to email address "satva t 100@ymail.com." These requests were also made by someone using IP 
address 75.67.6.214. 
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Canine Positive Response to the Subject Parcels 

36. On December 6, 2013, 1 contacted Officer Richard Seibert of the Braintree Police 
Department and requested that he and his narcotic trained K-9 "Lucky" review the Subject 
Parcels for the scent of controlled substances. I traveled with the Subject Parcels to the Braintree 
Post Office where I met Officer Seibert and "Lucky." ("Lucky' s" qualifications are discussed 
earlier in this Affidavit.) The Subject Parcels were placed in two separate offices in the 
administration section of the Braintree Post Office known not to have been previously 
contaminated by a narcotic odor. Officer Seibert had "Lucky" search these areas. Other 
packages were also placed in these areas as controls. Officer Seibert advised that upon arriving 
at each of the Subject Parcels, "Lucky" reacted in a positive manner, indicating the presence of a 
narcotic odor. No further indications were observed in the search area. Based on my training 
and experience, I know that a positive alert means that the contents of the parcels was narcotics 
or had recently been in close proximity to narcotics. 

Drug Traffickers' Use of Residences, Cell Phones, and Computers Generally 

37. Based upon my experience and the experience of other law enforcement officers 
who have participated in the execution of numerous search warrants at the residences of drug- 
traffickers, I am aware that the following kinds of drug-related evidence have typically been 
recovered from the search of the chug-traffickers' residences: 

a. controlled substances. 

b. paraphernalia for packaging, processing, diluting, weighing, and 
distributing controlled substances, such as scales, funnels, sifters, grinders, 
glass panes and mirrors, razor blades, plastic bags, and heat-sealing 
devices; 

c. books, records, receipts, notes, ledgers, and other papers relating to the 
distribution of controlled substances; 
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d. personal books and papers reflecting names, addresses, telephone 
numbers, and other contact or identification data relating to the 
distribution of controlled substances; 

e. cash, currency, and currency counting machines, and records relating to 
controlled substances income and expenditures of money and wealth, such 
as money orders, wire transfers, cashier's checks and receipts, bank 
statements, passbooks, checkbooks, and check registers, as well as 
precious metals such as gold and silver, and precious gems such as 
diamonds; 

f. documents indicating travel in interstate and foreign commerce such as 
travel itineraries, plane tickets, boarding passes, motel and hotel receipts, 
passports and visas, credit card receipts, and telephone bills; 



g. cellular telephones; 



h, airbills or labels for overnight deliveries and Express Mail deliveries, and 
receipts for such shipments; 

i . items of personal property that tend to identify the person(s) in residence, 
occupancy, control, or ownership of the subject premises. Such 
identification evidence is typical of the articles people commonly maintain 
in their residences, such as canceled, mail, deeds, leases, rental agreements, 
photographs, personal telephone books, diaries, utility and telephone bills, 
statements, identification documents, and keys; and 

j. electronic equipment such as computers and other removable media such 
as Compact Discs (CDs), Digital Video Discs (DVDs), memory sticks, 
memory cards, SanDisks, Mini SD cards, or Flash memory cards that 
would contain evidence of any of the above-listed items. 



38. Based upon my training and experience, as well as the training and experience of 
other law enforcement agents I have worked with, I am aware diat it is generally a common 
practice for drug traffickers to store drug-related paraphernalia and documents in their residences 
for longer periods of time. For example, as previously noted, packaging for a digital scale that 
Bates purchased on November 14, 2013, was found in Bates's discarded trash. Further, it is 
generally a common practice for drug traffickers to maintain in their residences records relating 
to their drug trafficking activities, Because drug traffickers in many instances will "front" (that 
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is, sell on consignment) controlled substances to their clients, or alternatively, will be "fronted" 
controlled substances from their suppliers, such record-keeping is necessary to keep track of 
amounts paid and owed, and such records will also be maintained close at hand so as to readily 
ascertain current balances. Often drug traffickers keep "pay and owe" records to show balances 
due for drugs sold in the past ("pay") and for payments expected ("owe") as to the trafficker's 
suppliers and the trafficker's dealers. Additionally, drug fraffickers must maintain telephone and 
address listings of clients and suppliers and keep them immediately available in order to 
efficiently conduct their drug trafficking business. I am also aware that drug traffickers often 
maintain such documents related to their drug trafficking activities at their residences for an 
extended period of time, regardless of whether they are physically in possession of drugs on the 
premises. 

39. Based upon my training and experience, as well as the training and experience of 
other law enforcement agents I have worked with, I am also aware that it is generally a common 
practice for traffickers to conceal at their residences large sums of money, either the proceeds 
from drug sales or monies to be used to purchase controlled substances. In this connection, drug 
traffickers typically make use of wire transfers, cashier's checks, and money orders to pay for 
controlled substances. As discussed, documents of this nature (e.g., Western Union receipts) 
were found in the trash bags that Bates discarded on November 1 3, 2013, after leaving the 
apartment building for the Bates Residence. Drug traffickers also often maintain one or more 
currency counting machines to aid in counting their drug proceeds. Evidence of such financial 
transactions and records relating to income and expenditures of money and wealth in connection 
with drug trafficking would also typically be maintained in residences. 
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40. Based upon my training and experience, as well as the training and experience of 
other law enforcement agents I have worked with, I am also aware that drug traffickers generally 
try to hide cash and sensitive documents related to their drug trafficking activities in safes or 
other containers so that other individuals who are at their residence do not discover these 
materials. This is particularly so when a drug trafficker is being supervised by a probation 
officer and is therefore subject to home visits by that officer, 

41 . Persons who receive drugs through overnight parcels often have done so in the 
past and are prepared to do so in die future and keep mailing labels and airbills both used and 
unused. Additionally, such drug traffickers often send the proceeds of their drug sales via 
overnight delivery, Western Union, and/or wire to their suppliers in order to pay for a continuing 
supply of drugs. Such individuals will often maintain records of these transactions for a period 
of time in case there is a later dispute concerning what funds were transmitted and when, 

42. Evidence of occupancy, residency, rental and/or ownership of the premises is 
relevant to the prosecution of the offenses which this affidavit establishes, Furthermore, I have 
learned from this and other investigations that records of residency linking a person to a 
particular location are durable and are reasonably likely to be maintained for long periods of time 
for several reasons. Many documents and records are largely innocuous, or at least are perceived 
as such, while many documents and records have other utility. For example, a person involved 
in the trade of illegal narcotics is unlikely to discard passports, licenses, titles to motor vehicles, 
bank books, address books and bills, These are necessary to prove ownership - even if they are 
in the name of a proxy - and they can be helpful when attempting to flee police. 

43. Based on my involvement and the involvement of other agents in this 
investigation, I know that most drug dealers regularly communicate using cellular telephones, 
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and Bates has been observed using a cellular telephone. A cellular telephone is a handheld 
wireless device used primarily for voice communication through radio signals. These telephones 
send signals through networks of transmitter/receivers called "cells," enabling communication 
with other wireless telephones or traditional "land line" telephones. A wireless telephone usually 
contains a "call log," which records the telephone number, date, and time of calls made to and 
from the phone. In addition to enabling voice communications, wireless telephones now offer a 
broad range of capabilities. These capabilities include, but are not limited to: storing names and 
phone numbers in electronic "address books;" sending, receiving, and storing text messages and 
email; taking, sending, receiving, and storing still photographs and moving video; storing and 
playing back audio files; storing dates, appointments, and other information on personal 
calendars; and accessing and downloading information from the Internet. Wireless telephones 
may also include global positioning system ("GPS") technology for determining the location of 
the device. Seizure of devices containing this information will provide information relating to 
coconspirators and accomplices. 

44. I know, based upon my training and experience, as well as consultation with other 
investigators, that individuals who sell illegal narcotics typically use cellular telephones to 
communicate with their suppliers, their customers, and with other coconspirators, and that they 
communicate both via both voice calls and via email and/or text messaging. I also know that 
persons who sell illegal narcotics regularly keep records of their illegal activities. These records 
can include, but not limited to, contact list of buyers and sellers, ledgers of sales and money 
owed by customers or to suppliers, and lists of quantities and/or specific substances preferred by 
or ordered by specific customers. The records can be produced and maintained on paper in a 
tangible form and/or by electronic means on cellular telephone, electronic/digital storage device 
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and/or a computer, In the case of electronic or digital media, the inform ation can be maintained 
on the device itself or on. portable digital storage media, making it easier to conceal. I know that 
individuals involved in the sale of narcotics are very secretive in their activity in an effort to 
avoid detection, arrest and prosecution, and such persons usually are careful to deal only with 
someone they know, or who have been introduced to them by someone they know. Additionally, 
in the conduct of their activities, they frequently employ code words or colloquial jargon when 
writing, texting or speaking on the telephone or in person, being careful to avoid the use of actual 
names of persons or narcotic substances, which, if overheard or seen, would be incriminating to 
themselves or their criminal associates. From my training, experience, and information provided 
to me by other agents, I am aware that individuals commonly store records of the type described 
in Attachment B-2 on their cellular telephones. 

45. Additionally, 1 know that many drug traffickers who receive shipments of drugs 
from overseas often use computers, cellular telephones, or other electronic devices having 
internet capabilities in order to communicate quickly and economically with their suppliers via 
the internet and/or email. Additionally, when the value of the drugs being ordered and 
transported is large, drug traffickers will often use a computer, cellular telephone, or other 
electronic devices having internet capabilities to monitor the progress of the package while en 
route via databases such as the USPS Track 4 n Confirm database and/or to receive emails 
tracking the progress of packages containing drugs or drug proceeds that have been shipped. I 
am also aware that individuals frequently use computers to create and store records of their 
actions by communicating with others through e-mail, instant messages, and updates to online 
social-networking websites; drafting letters; keeping their calendars; arranging for travel; storing 
pictures; researching topics of interest; buying and selling items online; and accessing their bank, 
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financial, investment, utility, and other accounts online. From my training, experience, and 
information provided to me by other agents, 1 am aware that individuals commonly store records 
of the type described in Attachment B-2 in computer hardware, computer software, computer- 
related documentation, and storage media. 

46. Based upon my training, experience and hrformation provided to me by others 
involved in the forensic examination of computers, I know that computer data can be stored in a 
variety of methods, including, but not limited to, within the memory of the device; within 
volatile memory; on removable media such as Compact Discs (CDs), Digital Video Discs 
(DVDs), memory sticks, memory cards, SariDisks, Mini SD cards, or Flash memory cards; 
within Flash memory; within Read Only Memory (ROM); within Random. Access Memory 
(RAM); within dynamic RAM (DRAM); and on hard drives. 

47. At this time, I seek only authorization to seize cellular telephones, computers, and 
other storage devices containing electronic data. I will seek separate authorization to search said 
devices in the future. 

Conclusion 

48. Based on these facts described above, I believe that there is probable cause to 
believe that the Subject Parcels described above contain controlled substances or other 
documents relevant to drug trafficking in violation of: 21 U.S.C, §§ 841(a)(1) (possession with 
intent to distribute and distribution of controlled substances), 843 (b) (use of a communication 
facility in the commission of narcotics trafficking offenses), and 846 (conspiracy to possess with 
intent to distribute and to distribute controlled substances). Accordingly, I respectfully request 
that this Court issue two search warrants authorizing the search of Subject Parcel #1 and Subject 
Parcel #2, as described in Attachments A-l and A-2, respectively, for the items described in 
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Attachment B-l. It is my present intention to execute the search warrants at some point after 
making a controlled, delivery of the Subject Parcels. 

49, In addition, based on my knowledge, training and experience, and the 
investigation conducted to date concerning the illegal distribution of controlled substances 
identified herein, there is probable cause to believe that Bates has been involved in criminal 
activity in connection with the distribution of controlled substances in violation of: 21 U.S.C. 
§§ 841(a)(1) (possession with intent to distribute and distribution of controlled substances), 
843(b) (use of a communication facility in the commission of narcotics trafficking offenses), and 
846 (conspiracy to possess with intent to distribute and/or distribute controlled substances). 
There is fivrther probable cause to believe that at the premises located at 32 E Water St., Apt. C, 
Rockland Massachusetts 02370, as described in Attachment A-3, there exists evidence, fruits, 
and instrumentalities of violations of these crimes as set forth in Attachment B-2. Accordingly, I 
request this Court issue a search warrant for the search of the premises descri bed in Attachment 
A-3 for the items detailed in Attachment B-2. 

50. Disclosure of the contents of the application and affidavit and the search warrant 
could compromise and jeopardize the ongoing investigation. For that reason, I request that the 
application and search warrant be sealed until further order of the Ccairt.
